Miss' 'Hutchens, who began 
her missionary .work in Janu- 
ary 1021 under the Women's 
Division of Christian Service 
of the Methodist Church, 
served as a teacher and later 
as Principal in the Lai Bagh 
School in Lucknow, North 
India. 

This school was founded by 
Miss Isabella Thobum, the 
first woman educational mis- 
sionary sent out by -the Meth- 
odist Church . in 1370. It 
began with six little girls and 
now has an enrollment of 
over 1600. It is now known 
as the Lai Bagh Higher Sec- 
ondary School, specializing in 
Home Economics at the Jun- 
ior College level, and in the 
training of Nursery and Kin- 
dergarten teachers. The 
school serves as the practice 
school for the graduate, teach- 
er training department oi 
the Isabella Thobum College. 
The College which was an 
outgrowth of the school 
founded by Miss Thoburu i$ 
now situated near the Luck- 
now University which is two 
miles from Lai Bagh. 

Miss Hutchens retired in 
the summer of 195R but was 
later recalled by the Luck- 
now Conference to serve as 
principal of the Methodist 
high school, a co-educational 
institution in Kanpur. This 
school was also founded by 
Miss Thobum. Miss Hutch- 
ens- returned to America in 
September 1962 after 'the 
former principal of Metho- 
dist High School returned 
from furlough.

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The Illinois Boating Coun- 
cil has gone on record in op- 
position to the adoption of a 
state boat operators license. 

At a meeting held last 
month in Chicago, the coun- 
cil passed a resolution stat- 
ing that "operator licensing 
will not save lives ami there 
is no necessity for legisla- 
tion at this 111110." 

Kenneth Gruenwald, Illi- 
nois Department of Conser- 
vation, told the council that 
the Illinois boating 'safety 
record has shown dramatic 
improvement since 1060, 
whgn the enforcement of the 
"Ihmois Boating Act began in 
earnest. lie pointed out that 
in 1060 the state had 61 boat- 
ing fatalities us opposed to 
10 this year. Gruenwald 
also stated that boating regis- 
trations bad gone .from 101,- 
000 in 1060 to 160,000 in 
1062. 

Gruenwald credited edu- 
cation and enforcement pro- 
grams with the improve- 
ment in the stale's boating 
safety record. 

The Illinois Boating Coun- 
cil is composed of some [10 
organizations interested in 
boating safety, including 
such groups as (he U. S. 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, the 
Power Squadrons,' tho Out- 
board Boating Club of Amer-

Sheriff Writes 
Duty Manual 
For His Men 

Sheriff Charles E. Larson 
has announced ihat a Duty 
Manual will be prepared to 
fulfill a long fell Meed for a 
guide designed Tor all em- 
ployees of Hie Sheriffs, of- 
fice. It will be the first 
time in the history of the 
office that sueli n Duty, Man- 
ual has boon considered. 
Larson stated that- in the 
process of writing {his man- 
ual, careful consideration, 
will be given so Unit no indi- 
vidual employee would bo 
deprived oi his Initiative .and 
incentive to contribute to and 
or improve himself or his 
services. The manual will 
bo prepared by Stanley 
Sehabowicz. Ad minis! ratU'0 
Assistant, under the '.direc- 
tion of (he Sheriff. ^ 

The manual is intended as 
a guide for the employees 
of the Sheriff's Office. It 
will outline basic principles 
of the organizational struc- 
ture and some fundamental 
concepts of police work. 
, The scope or Ibis manual 
will cover outlines, functions 
and procedures for every po- 
sition in existence within the 
present pyramidal Structure 
of the organization. The 
text of informalional mater- 
ial chosen wilt be brief, yet 
it will furnish 'the employee 
with a panoramic view of the 
chain of command and a ba- 
sic understanding of the re- 
lationship between. each divi- 
sion. The deseriplive area 
will range from the Chief 
Deputy to the utility man un- 
der tlie" jurisdiction of lite 
Sheriff. 

Larson is cognizant that 
there are certain limitations 
and disadvantages in prepar- 
ing such a manual. It will 
be impossible lo describe 
every functional position and 
all responsibilities in detail. 
In order lo be effective a 
duty manual must be kept up 
lo date. This might lie con- 
sidered a disadvantage. Also 
loo much regimentation in a 
written manner might 'de- 
prive the individual employ- 
ee from exercising his own 
common sense. Furthermore 
the provisions of administra- 
tive and executive policies 
cannot be clearly defined, as 
a result they might be open 
to varied interpretations by 
employees. However, Lar- 
son said the urgent need for 
a standard duty manual 
overshadows all known limi- 
tations and disadvantages of 
having such a text al this 
lime.
